ſuited to their tender years: by means of which it is to 
be hoped that, under the divine influence, the tendencies 
of corrupt nature may receive a timely check, and the pow- 
erful influences of vicious examples, in theſe ſinful times, 
be more effectually guarded againit ; their future pervet- 
Fon trom the principles of the Proteſtant Religion to the 
errors and corruptions of Popery be happily prevented 
and their precious ſouls be eerly ſeaſoned with a laſting 
tincture of piety and virtue. And if ſuch are eſteemed, 
and indeed with good reaſon, their generous benefactors,

II. That this charity be carried on by an annual ſubſerip- 
tion of the members, and ſuch other contributions, as 
well diſpoſed chriſtians may aſſiſt the Society with from 
time to time. 


HI. That every ſubſcriber be defired to attend the meet- 
ings of the Lockers, and ſhall have the liberty, in his 
turn, to direct the diſpoſal of as many books as the 
Society ſhall think proper, 


IV. That any ſubſcriber in the country, or in foreign 
parts, may impower a member of the Society to receive 
his books as often as they are allotted to him, without 
further notice; paying the ſubſcription due.
